~ EDMONTON — Rural areas of Alberta that hope tor 
more doctors to adequately serve the small towns and rural 
areas can keep on hoping, but the situation isn’t likely to

The Canadian’ Medical Associa- 
tion is concérned about the fact 
that “big wages and luxuries of 
city life” are luring: doctors away 
from rural areas. 

Dr. H. B. Church, of Aylmer, 
Que., association president, told 
the annual meeting*of the asso- 
ciation’s Alberta division that the 
problem was under study. 

Medical graduates refuse to 
pump their own water.or accept 
the rudimentary living of small 
towns and villages, he said, be- 
cause of luxuries enjoyed at unt- 
versity. 

They also work with the latest 


equipment while at university and, © 


because they are unable to finance 
equipment of their own, they de- 
cide against starting their prac- 
tice in rural areas. 

Dr. Church recailed that in 
former years young mén launched 
their medical, careers by. helping 
the local doctor push his car 
through snowdrifts™or mud-clog- 
ged roads, 

“These same youths are still 
around the country points,” he 
added, “but théy’re not staying 


on the farm because of big wages ° 


and the luxuries of the city.”

Against Common Fire Hazards 


A. E. Bridges, Provincial Fire 
Commissioner, today issued a 
special anneal to householders in 
which he listed some fire preven- 
tion:reminders. 

Mr. Bridges asked parents not 
to leave their children alone in 
the .home.becausé /of' the danger 
of fire. Also, special care should 
be.taken. to ascertain ‘that all 


heating ‘apparatus is safe. Recent 
fires reported showed that poorly 


installed and overheated stoves”

He listed the following precau- 
tions: tol 

1. Stoves burning open F 
liqvid fuel should be installed: 18 
inches from any frame wall. If 
closer, the wa.l can be protected 
by a bright metal reflector, p!aced 
two inches oyt from the wall and 
extending Beyond the stove on 
each side. A stove should. never 
be closer than six .inches to a 
wall even with protection. 

2. Stovepipes.should be vented 
directiy into the chimney and be 
nine inches clear of “frame -par 
titions and 18 inches from the 
ceiling. ; 

8. Extra precautions must be 
taken when walls of ceilings and 
rooms are of an easily infiam- 
mable material. 

4. Oil burners should be of ap- 
proved tynes and their fuel should 
be kent a safe distance from the 
burner. If carbon gathers, the 
burner or stove should be checked 
immediately by an expert. 

5. Be careful of: children play- 
ing with matches; smoking, defec- 
tive electric wiring, and chimneys 
which have fallen into disrepair.
